PLO leader says P SC will meet soon 

Arafat rules out plans 
for government in exile

TUNIS — Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat has exc- 
luded the establishment of a Palestinian 
government-in-exile at present. He said 
“this question is very old and it was sug- 
gested to us by a number of Arab kings and 
presidents and heads of friendly countries as 
well as Palestinians. However, the question is 
not being raised now. The Palestinian lea- 
ders will study this question at the various 
levels, and we see a national interest in this 
step, we will take it.” 


••We are not ihe first revolution 
which might establish a gov- 
ernment in exile. The Algerians 
did it before us. and our friends in 
Vietnam also did it before us. 
However, the current cir- 
cumstances are not appropriate 
for setting up a Palestinian 
governmcnt-in-exile." vlr. Arafat 
saiJ. 

In an interview with Al Ra'i 
and the .lor Jan Times in his Tunis 
headquarters Wednesday, vlr. 
Arafat said: "We will hold Pal- 
estinian rallies inside and outside 
the Israeli-occupieJ territories to 
determine what the Palestinian 
people want. In light of the Pal- 
estinian people's wishes, we will 
make the appropriate decision. 
We will also convene the Palestine 
National Council as soon as pos- 
sible. so that it would in turn make 
its own decision, since it is the hig- 
hest Palestinian legislative aut- 
hority." 

Asked about his memories of 
the last year’s Beirut siege, vlr. 
Arafat said there "is a plot in 
crush the Palestinian revolution. 


but the current crisis (within the 
PLO) will be overcome, as other 
past crises were.” 

vlr. Arafat said he has asked 
Arab Bank Chairman and Gen- 
eral Manager Abdul Majid Sho- 
man when he met him recently to 
convey a message to His vlajcstv 
King Hussein asking for the King' s 
approval to re-establish the Pal- 
estine Research Centre in 
Amman, and "1 hope that he will 
agree." 

Asked about Jordanian - 
Palestinian relations, the PLO 
chairman said he appreciates Jor- 
dan’s stand vis-a-vis the recent 
incidents within the PLO and Jor- 
dan's concern about the respect of 
the independence of the Pal- 
estinian decisionrUtaking. " Th e 
Jordanian-Palestinian dialogue 
has not stopped, and the joint 
committees arc still working. We 
have open minds and hearts to 
develop fraternal relations with 
Jordan." he said.

Israel says Beirut would 
accept redeployment plan 


TELAVIV’iR) - A senior Israeli 
official said Friday Lebanon was 
"coming round to the idea" of an 
Israeli troop redeployment to a 
new defence line in Lebanon. 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, told reporters in a 
briefing the proposed red- 
eployment was in its preliminary 
stages. 

Israel wants to pull its troops 
out of the Shouf mountain region, 
where they are caught in the mid- 
dle of a bitter struggle between 
warring Druze and rightist mil- 
itias. 

Israeli Chief of Staff vloshe 
Levy said earlier this week the 
army had plans to redeploy along 
the Awali River, north of Sidon. 
and the area evacuated would be 
taken over by the Lebanese army 
and the Beirut-based multi- 
-naiinna] peacekeeping force. 

The official said Israel had suc- 
ceeded in calming Lebanese fears 
that redeployment would signal a 
permanent partition of Lebanon. 

"The Lebanese government is 
starting to take an interest in this 
problem and things are beginning 
in happen on the ground." he said. . 

He cited an attempt Thursday 
by a Lebanese army patrol to 
enter the town of Aley in the 
Shouf region, when a violent clash 
erupted between the patrol and 


Druze militiamen in which four 
Druze were killed and seven Leb- 
anese officers wounded. 

The official said: "Syria was 
behind that incident which could 
be regarded as an experiment. 
Whether it was a failure or not 
depends on how the Lebanese 
government views it. We hope 
they will not be deterred by one 
incident.” 

Israel promised to remove all its 
estimated 25.0INI troops from 
Lebanon under an Israeli- 
Lebanese agreement signed on 
vlay 17. but the accord was con- 
tingent on a simultaneous wit- 
hdrawal of Syrian and Palestinian 
forces, which Syria has rejected 
outright. 

The official said the Syrians 
were "stirring up trouble'* in Leb- 
anon because they realised the 
redeployment would "benefit” 
both Israel and Lebanon. 

He said: "Israel would be in a 
stronger strategic position. As for 
the Lebanese, reestablishing sov- 
ereignly over the Shouf would be 
seen by the population as a ire- 
■mendous achievement for the 
government." 

Israeli officials said last week 
the new positions along the Awali 
would enable Israel to remain in 
Lebanon for years if necessary.

DAMASCUS (R) - A leading 
dissident in Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat’s Fateh group said 
Friday rebel guerrillas would not 
withdraw from Lebanon and 
would continue to confront the 
Israeli army.

WASHINGTON (RJ - The dir- 
ector of a group that monitors 
unidentified flying objects (UFO I 
saiJ Friday a 23-year-old U.S. 
government report on the arrival 
of nine creatures from outer space 
was probably true and strongly 
suggested the air force was still 
holding their remains. 

The report, contained in a 1*>5I> 
nemo to J. Edgar Hoover, then 
Jirector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, said the one-metre 
tall human-like creatures had lan- 
ded in New Mexico aboard three 
flying saucers. 

Lany Bryant, head of Citizens 
Against UFO Secrecy (cause), 
who has filed suit in federal court 
demanding that the air force rel- 
ease the alleged remains, told 
Reuters the most likely possibility 
was that the information in the 
memo was genuine. 

The Pentagon said Thursday 
Air Force Secretary Vernon Orr 
had been served with legal papers 
and had 60 days to respond. 

“The U.S. government is eng- 
aged in a cover-up." Mr. Bryant 
told Reuters, citing the FBI 
memo, which is available to the 
public under the Freedom of Inf- 
ormation AcL 

The air force provided Reuters 
with a copy of the document, 
which a spokesman said he ass- 
umed was authentic. 

The memo, written by Guy Hot- 
tel. chief of the FBTs Washington 
office and entitled “flying saucers, 
information concerning.” cites an 
unnamed air force investigator for

Heavy 
fighting 
in Beirut 

BEIRU T (R) - One person was 
killed and at least eight were wou- 
nded when the worst lighting of 
the year erupted in central Beirut 
Friday between Lebanese army 
troops and gunmen thought to 
belong to the Shi'itc Muslim Amal 
militia. 

The clashes in the crumbling 
seafront district around the gutted 
Holiday Inn hotel were continuing 
some three hours after they began. 

Light artillery, recoillcss rifles, 
rocket propelied-grenades and 
tank guns \verc used in the clashes, 
just five minutes walking Jistance 
from the prime minister s office. 

State-run Beirut Radio anJ 
hospital sources reported one 
dead and between eight and 15 
wounded. The casualties were civ- 
ilians and soldiers. 

Five foreign correspondents 
were arrested, blindfolded and 
beaten by the Lebanese army as 
they tried to cover the fighting 
from the sidelines. 

The reporters were freed after 
two hours in detention. 

The army fired heavy machine 
guns front armoured personnel 
carriers into the district, a war- 
ravaged section ot town inhabited 
mainly by Shfitc vluslims dis- 
placed from predominantly Chr- 
istian cast Beirut. 

A pall of smoke hung over the 
area and ambulances flying the 
Red Cross flag rushed to take 
away the casualties. 

It w3S not immediately clear 
who the gunmen were but French 
peacekeeping troops at the scene 
believed they were members of 
the Amal Shi'iie Muslim militia. 

The French troops did not int- 
ervene but crouched at the ready, 
gripping powerful sniper rifles. 

Reuter correspondent Michael 
Sheridan, who reached a Leb- 
anese army position at the edge of 
the fighting, later reported a fresh 
outbreak of shooting one street 
away in the shadow of the giant 
Mu it Tower. 

Hcavy-calibre firing could be 
heard from positions near the Hol- 
iday Inn. possibly from tank rou- 
nds. 

Beirut Radio reported gunfire 
in the poor Muslim Musaytbeh 
district, some three kilometres 
from the scene of the main fighting 
but gave no details. 

Beirut Radio said three Leb- 
anese army soldiers were wou- 
nded when a rocket-propelled 
grenade slammed into their arm- 
.oured personnel carrier. 

It added that one civilian was 
killcJ and five were wounded, inc- 
luding two women. Hospital sou- 
rces said 15 people were wou- 
nded. 

There were conflicting reports 
about what sparked the violence. 

People at (he scene said i( began 
when police iricd to evict a group 
of squatters from an abandoned 
building. 

When the squatters resisted the 
army intervened and came under 
fire, they said. 

Crowds of youths milling aro- 
und on street comers said the squ- 
atters had only thrown stones. 
Fhey accused the army of firing on 
innocent people. This was imp- 
ossible to check. 

But security sources said tro- 
uble started when a personal qua- 
rrel between a soldier and a civ- 
ilian flared into violence. 

The area of the fighting is a str- 
onghold of Amal. a militia group 
proclaiming solidarity with the 
Iranian revolution.

Police said a fourth man and a 
fifth unidentified victim died later 
in hospital. 

More than 2n of the injured, 
who were mainly Turkish, were 
seriously hurt. vlr. Franeeschi told 

reporters. 

Eyewitnesses said the terminal 
was jammed with passengers who 
fled screaming to the exits as win- 


dows shattered and thick black 
smoke billowed through the bui- 
lding. 

(.'alters in Paris and Athens tel- 
ephoned news agencies saying the 
Armenian Secret Army lor ihe 
Liberation of Armenia I ASAL A l. 
an extremist anti- Turkish group, 
was responsible for the bombing. 

It was the second attack on a 
Turkish target in two days lor 
which Armenian guerrillas have 
claimed responsibility.

U.N. hears Israeli, PLO 
reports on W. Bank killing 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - Isr- 
ael and the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation ( PLO ) offered con; 
Aiding accounts to the Security 
Council Thursday about the death 
a week ago of an Israeli sem- 
inarian at Hebron on the occupied 
West Bank. 

Yehuda Blum, the Israeli del- 
egate. said the man. Aharon 
Gross, was stabbed by several ass- 
ailants in the Hebron market 
place. Riyad Mansour of the PLO 
said the man was stabbed by an 
unknown assailant and left by Isr- 
aeli troops to bleed to death. 

vlr. Blum said that beyond an 
immediate objective of ind- 
iscriminate violence, "the aim of 
this latest unconscionable and 
cold-blooded killing was to fan the 
flames of religious fanaticism and 
to incite still further hostilities.* 1 

vlr. vlansour saiJ that lor years 
Palestinians had been victims of 
racist attacks at Hebron and set- 
tlers there went on a rampage last 
Thursday, killing a Palestinian and 
wounding two others. 


That evening. Extremist Jew ish 
"vigilantes" on a rampage burned 
Palestinian shops and property 
and prevented firemen from hel- 
ping. while Israeli occupation tro- 
ops looked on. he said. 

vlr. vlansour asked lor "the 
most immediate action" by the 
U.N. to prevent an aggravation ol 
the situation. 

Jordan, which requested the 
talks, wants the council president 
to issue a statement on hchall ol 
members that Israel's settlement 
policies are illegal and remain 
"the source of tension in the occ- 
upied areas and the main obstacle 
to peace." 

Last vlonday. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
expressed his deep concern in a 
statement that the Israelis termed 
onc-sidcvl. 

Jordan's draft would have the 
council president condemn the 
"latest repressive measures" at 
Hebron, also called Al Khalil, 
especially the dismissal of its 
mavor. 


Habre forces claim full 
control of eastern Chad 


N'DJAMENA (Rl - The Cha- 
dian government said Thursday it 
had recapture J all the east of the 
country and its forces were in hot 
pursuit of rebels retreating in the 
desert. 

" NVe now control all of eastern 
Chad." Information vlinister 
Mahamat Soumaila said. 24 hours 
after foreign journalists flew to the 
strategic eastern town of Abcchc 
to confirm ii was back in loyalist 
hands. 

President Hissene Habre. who 
was seen in Abeche on Wed- 
nesday. was understood to have 
remained close to the front, inf- 
ormed sources said. 

Rebels led by ex-Prcsident 
Goukouni Oucddei registered 
their biggest success yet on July 9 
when they took Abeche without a 
fight, but two days ago (hey were 
driven out by Mr. Habrc's soldiers 
using sophisticated French mac- 
hineguns for the first time. 

Diplomats here conobate gov- 
ernment claims that it also con- 
trols Bihinc. Oum Chalouba and 
Kalaii. north of Abeche. Mr. 
Goukouni* s Libyan-backed rebel 
government has confirmed the 
loss of Abeche but not of the other 
places. 

A statement from vlr. Gou- 
knunfs "transitional government 


of national unity" said Wednesdav 
the rebels made a tactical wit- 
hdrawal after government forces 
deployed foreign tanks ami Zai- 
rean commandos. 

But journalists who spoke to 
independent eyewitnesses in Abc- 
chc said there was no evidence to 
support these claims. 

No tanks took pan in the lour 
days of see-saw skirmishing, they 
said, and none reported seeing any 
non-Chadian units on either side. 

Diplomatic and other informed 
sources in N'djamena said the 
several hundred Zairean troops 
here have remained in the capital, 
although they may later be used in 
more forward positions. Rei- 
nforcements will bring the 
strength of the Zairean contingent 
up to 2d hhi. 

There was also no independent 
corroboration of government cla- 
ims that Libyans are fighting alo- 
ngside ihe rebels in large numbers. 
The official media have carried 
repeated reports that Libyan sol- 
diers have been taken pristine r but 
none has yet been presented in the 
sizeable foreign press corps. 

President Habre told three jou- 
rnalists trapped in Abeche over 
the weekend that the fleeing rebel 
column contained Sit vehicles. 






U.S. agrees to phase out 
Greek bases starting 1989 


ATHENS (R) — Greece’s socialist government said 
Friday the United States had agreed to begin shu- 
tting down American bases on Greek territory in 
1989. 


Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou. elected in 1VH1 with a 
pledge to get the baseswut. said a 
new Greek-U.S. agreement, rep- 
lacing the existing accord, had 
been reached and would come- 
into force at the start of next year. 

The new agreement would exp- 
ire at the end of 1 SJKK and the U.S. 
would have to close its bases wit- 
hin 1 7 months after that. Mr. Pap- 
andreou told journalists. 

He said: “For the first time the 
equality of our country has been 
recognised. The agreement is an 
indication that our country has 
regained its national sovereignty 
to a great extent." 


The prime minister said the agr- 
eement. which would replace the 
accord dating from iy53. was an 
historic step cowards national ind- 
ependence. 

The new accord has been under 
negotiation for the past nine 
months. 

It covers two U-S. bases near 
Athens and two on the island of 
Crete, plus minor installations els- 
ewhere. 

Mr. Papandreou told his cabinet 
that Greece could denounce the 
five-year agreement at any time it 
saw fit. 

He said the accord would link 
continued operation of the bases 


with the level of U-S. military ass- 
istance to Greece. 

The bases would be limited to 
defence purposes and they could 
not be used against Middle Eas- 
tern countries friendly to Greece, 
the prime minister said. 

He said Greece would have con- 
trol of the bases' activities, and 
could limit or temporarily suspend 
their operations whenever nat- 
ional interests dictated such a 
move. 

For the first lime, the prime 
minister added. Washington had 
given a formal undertaking not to 
upset the balance of power bet- 
ween Greece and Turkey, which 
are divided over territorial rights 
in the Aegean. 

He said that in 1VN4. Greece 
would receive SSO(J million in def- 
ence assistance compared with 
President Reagan's original pro- 


posal of S2X0 million. 

The accord also lays down that 
Greece will decide under what law 
American servicemen who com- 
mit crimes in this country should 
be tried. Up to now. American 
soldiers have enjoyed extra- 
territorial rights under which they, 
could insist on being tried by U.S. 
law. 

The agreement, as described by 
Mr. Papandreou. broadly satisfies 
the .conditions which he has laid 
down as essential if the Americans 
are to remain for any length of 
time. 

The U.S. maintains a transport, 
logistics and surveillance airbase 
at Hellenikon airport in Athens 
and an electronic surveillance 
base in Nea Makri. in Attica. The 
two other major bases are on the 
island of Crete. 


Lebanese army beats up journalists 


BEIRUT (RJ - Five U.S. and 
British journalists were bli- 
ndfolded and beaten by the Leb- 
anese army Friday after being arr- 
ested as they reported a major 
clash between soldiers and gun- 
men in central Beirut. 

Three of the correspondents, 
who were arrested and bundled 
into trucks together with five Leb- 
anese journalists, said they were 
punched or kicked as they were 
led blindfolded into the Beirut 
military security headquarters. 

The U.S. and British citizens 
were released after two hours in a 
cramped cell. 

One of them. Reuter cor- 
respondent Alan Philps. was also 
interrogated for half an hour, still 
blindfolded, by an officer who ref- 
used to give his name or rank. 

The other correspondents inv- 
olved were Americans Robin 
vloyer. ?s. a photographer for 
Time magazine. Don vied. 21. a 
photographer for the Associated 
Press. Robert Dietz. 37. a cam- 
eraman for the Visnews television 
news agency, and Ken Jobson. a 
British cameraman for UPITN 


television news. 

The correspondents, all exp- 
erienced ax covering fighting in 
Lebanon, are accredited with the 
Lebanese government, whose 
American-equipped army is being 
trained by U.S. experts. 

Three of the foreigners and the 
Lebanese journalists were picked 
up at gun point by soldiers as they 
watched the fighting from Beirut's 
Holiday Inn hotel, still ruined 
from fighting in the 1V75-76 civil 
war. 

vloyer and vlell were arrested 
later nearby. 

Despite showing their press 
cards, the three were taken by 
truck to the military security hea- 
dquarters and told to blindfold 
themselves with their shins. 

Soldiers then led them into the 
building's halL where they and the 
Lebanese journalists as well as 
other suspects were each punched 
two or three times. 

Jobson. who survived a bullet 
wound in the neck last November, 
was knocked to the ground and 
then kicked in the stomach, raising 
a large red weal. None of the jou- 


rnalists said they suffered any ser- 
ious harm. 

The detainees were put into a 
cell four by metres with about a 

, dozen other prisoners and allowed 
to take their blindfolds off. They 
could hear occasional cries from 
other cells, apparently from det- 
ainees being beaten. 

Philps was later summoned and. 
with his jacket tied over his face, 
taken by soldiers to another part 
of the building for a generally pol- 
ite interrogation. 

“The officer, who refused to 
identify himself or allow me to 
remove the blindfold, took a sta- 
tement on what I was doing near 
the scene of the clash."' Philps 
said. 

“But much of the questioning 
concerned notes in my notebook 
from a trip on Tuesday to Tripoli 
(northern Lebanon) to interview 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
I PLO 1 officials." he added. 

The five foreigners were later 
summoned from the cell and told 
they could collect their pos- : 
sessions, cameras and film and 
leave. I 


Greek socialists have it both ways over U.S. bases 


Palestine Red Crescent 
denies doctors’ charge 


ATHENS (Ri -The future of the 
American military bases in Gre- 
ece has been in doubt since the 
Socialists won a landslide victory 
in the October. 19X1. general ele- 
ction, 

Friday the Greek government 
announced that the U.S.. under a 
five-year accord which takes eff- 
ect at the stan of next year, had 
agreed to begin shutting down the 
bases in 19X9. 

Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou. elected on an anti- 
NATO platform that included 
opposition to their existence, has 
spent the past nine months neg- 
otiating with Washington over the 
bases. 

But he has resisted pressure 
from the left wing of his Pan- 
hellenic Socialist Movement 
IPASOK) and from the Com- 
munist Party to close them down 


without discussion. 

The bases were installed after 
Greece and the United Stales sig- 
ned a bilateral defence agreement 
in 1953. 

Since then the United Stales has 
developed a sophisticated net- 
work of military installations on 
the mainland and on the island of 
Crete. 

The four major bases and sev- 
eral smaller installations function 
within the context of the Greek- 
U.S. defence agreement but come 
under the NATO umbrella. 

As such they are considered 
important to the defence req- 
uirements both of the United Sta- 
tes and of NATO and their sup- 
porters say they contribute to 
maintaining the East-West bal- 
ance of power in the Med- 
iterranean. 

The naval base at Suda Bay is a 


refuelling station for the Sixth 
Fleet with access to the military 
airport of Chanea and submarine 
supply depots. The deep-water 
anchorage at Suda Bay can hold 
the entire U.S. Sixth Fleet of 21 
ships. 

There is also an electronic sur- 
veillance base at Gourmies near 
Heraklion. 

About 3.500 U.S. personnel 
with 6.000 dependents are sta- 
tioned on the bases, which also 
employ 2.500 Greeks and pro- 
vides an estimated $70 million a 
year to the Greek economy. 

Nuclear warheads 

The Greek government has said 
nuclear warheads are stored at the 
bases, but it has not given specific 
numbers or types and the nuclear 
issue has not loomed large in the 


discussions. 

In an address to senior Greek 
military officers earlier this year 
Mr. Papandreou said the U.S. 
bases did not serve Greece's def- 
ence interests but their continued 
operation should depend on how 
much military aid Greece got from 
the United States. 

The bases agreement was sig- 
ned and several times renewed by 
conservative governments and by 
the military regime which ruled 
between 1967 and 1974. 

Previous governments usually 
turned a blind eye if the Ame- 
ricans used the bases for purposes 
outside NATO, but the socialists 
have insisted that their role be res- 
tricted to NATO requirements. 

This reflected their concern that 
the Americans might use the bases 
to support unilateral action in the 
Middle East, a development 


which would harm Greece's int- 
erests in the Arab World, with 
which it maintains close and fri- 
endly relations. 

There is both an American and 
a Greek commander at each base, 
although the U.S. is reported to 
refuse the Greek commanders 
■ access to restricted areas. 

The major opposition to the 
presence of the bases has come 
from the communists, who rep- 
resent about 10 per cent of the 
electorate, and from the left wing 
of the Socialist Party. 

These groups have held several 
mass rallies and marches during 
the negotiations, while Greek civ- 
ilians employed at the bases sta- 
ged a series of strikes protesting 
against alleged Ill-treatment by 
U.S. officials, demanding higher 
wages and an end to employment 
of American civilians at the bases. 


BEIRUT (R) - The Palestinian 
Red Crescent has denied all- 
egations by Belgian doctors of 
harassment by Lebanese security 
forces at its hospital on the edge of 
a Beirut refugee camp. 

Doctors Herve .Maurage and 
Thierry Lambrechts told a news 
conference in Brussels Wed- 
nesday that conditions at the 
Akka Hospital where they worked 
were deplorable because of sho- 
rtages and intimidation. 

They spoke of obstruction by 
Lebanese security forces con- 
trolling access to the hospital and 
of sabotage of its water and ele- 
ctricity supplies. 

But a Red Crescent statement 
Thursday said: “The remarks by 
the two doctors were mere per- 


sonal conclusions. The Palestinian 
health institutions did not come 
under any harassment or control 
as stated.*' 

Tlie Belgian section of the 
Oxfam charily group said the 
Lebanese authorities had in effect 
expelled the doctors by refusing to 
renew their visas last month. 

No Red Crescent officials were 
available for questions on Thu- 
rsday's statement. But hospital 
workers said the organisation’s 
previously flourishing health care 
work was facing severe problems. 

The workers said medical sup- 
plies previously available directly 
from donors in Europe and other 
Arab countries to the Red Cre- 
scent now had to be channelled 
through the Lebanese ministry.

At least three wells have been 
leaking for about four months and 
forming a giant slick, in the abs- 
ence of an agreement to cap them, 
mainly due to political wrangling 
between warring Iran and foq. 

■Mr. Fakhro said Iran also told 
the pollution centre that parts of 
the slick had been spotted two 
miles north of the Nowruz field, 
but the Iranian coast was in an 
- immediate danger. 

The head of Iran's envirnmneoi 
protection organisation. Mina 
Taheri. was quoted by the national 
Iranian news agency IRNA last 
month as saying about 2. bar- 
rels per day (b'd) of oil were tea- 
king from the wells. 

He said this could rise to 1 6. hum 
b-d if installations on two burning 
wells melted. IRNA added. * 

Mr. Fakhro said a plan by Gulf 
states to clear the slick had been 
handicapped because of the ref- 
usal of Iran and Iraq to allow tec- 
hnical experts to enter the area of 
the wells, despite the requests of 
other Gulf littoral states. 

“On the technical side, we have 
done our job and we cannot do 
anything more... if we are not all- 
owed to go to the area itself, how 
can we figure out the exact con- 
dition of the slick.'' Mr. Fakhro 
said.

ATHENS (R) - Greece, current 
president of the European Com- 
munity. has promised that ft would 
press its partners to give priority to 
the idea of a community initiative 
over Lebanon. 

Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou. a strong supporter of the 
Palestinian cause, also suggested 
after seeing Lebanese Foreign 
Minister Elie Salem that he acc- 
epted Lebanon's problems were 
separate from those of the Pal- 
estinians. 

Mr. Papandreou. after a 5ti- 
minute meeting with vlr. Salem, 
told reporters: “ He was extremely 
convincing (in his view) that the 
Lebanon issue, while it has links 
with Palestinian problem, is sub- 
stantially separate. 

“He asked the community pre- 
sidency to take concrete initiatives 
to promote a quick solution to the 


Lebanese problem. We promised 
to study the issue and make sug- 
gestions to the 111 (Community 
members)." 

Government spokesman Dim- 
itrios Maroudas said later that 
Greece will be asking its partners 
to give priority to an initiative on 
Lebanon. 

Greece is the only community 
member to keep its diplomatic 
relations with Israel below amb- 
assadorial level and it gave an 
emotional welcome to Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat after the 
Palestinian evacuation of Beirut 
Iasi year. 

In May. Greek Foreign Minister 
loannis Haralambopoulos blo- 
cked a Community move to exp- 
ress unanimous approval of a 
Lebanesc-Israeli accord on troop 
withdrawal. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) -U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has reported to the Sec- 
urity Council that Israeli rec- 
ruitment and arming of selected 
Lebanese villagers posed “a major 
problem” for the United Nations 
force in Lebanon. 

The activities of these groups, 
which were not authorised by the 
Lebanese government, led to a 
number of incidents in the first 
half of this year, the worst of which 
cost the life of a Fijian U.N. sol- 
dier on May 29. the report said. 

.Mr. Perez de CueUar described 
the 5.KX8-member force, called 
UNIFIL. as an important element 
of stability in southern Lebanon 
and recommended that the cou- 
ncil renew its mandate, which exp- 
ires next Tuesday. 

In a separate note to the pre- 


sident of the. Security Council 
Lebanese chief* delegate Rashid 
Fakhoury asked that the mandate 
be extended a further three 
months. 

The council is due to meet soon 
to decide on a new mandate. 

"A major problem faced by 
UNIFIL during the reporting per- 
iod were the increased activities of 
the local groups armed and uni- 
formed by the Israeli forces." Mr. 
Perez de CueUar said. 

Between Jan. 19 and July 12 
this year, he said, the Israeli Def- 
ence Force continued to recruit 
and arm selected villagers in the 
UNIFIL area. 

They also continued to set up 
joint checkpoints with these “irr- 
egulars" and a number of inc- 
idents have occurred at UNIFIL 
checkpoints. 


Iran to get 
doctors from 
Bangladesh 

DHAKA f R) —Iran wants to rec- 
ruit I Mil doctors from Bangladesh 
and a four-man Iranian team will 1 
arrive here next Tuesday to select 
them, an official announcement | 
said Friday. 

The recruitment offer came dur- 
ing a visit to Tehran by Ban-' 
gladeshi Foreign Minister Sha- 
msud Doha. 

The government has issued a 
.directive that only junior doctors 
who have served in rural . medical 
centres for at least three years can 
be hired for jobs in Iran and no 
specialists with post-gTaduate 
medical qualifications will be all- 
owed to lake jobs overseas. 


The will, in a red folder closed 
with sticky tape, was presented to 
the inaugural meeting of the 
69-man assembly by Ayatollah 
Khomeini's son Ahmad.

The constitution says his 
successor should be chosen by an 
elected assembly of experts and 
then “introduced to the people.” 

If there is no single outstanding 
candidate, the assembly should 
choose a three -or five-man cou- 
ncil to perform the duties of lea- 
der. 


_ In the statement read by hisson. 
Khomeini warned that “sup- 
erpowers and exploiters. -like an 
injured viper are looking for the 
opportunity to divert the heavenlv 
system from its path.” 

He added that in the. Islamic 
republic “the greatest deviation 
that will lead to the deviation of all 
institutions js deviation in the lea- 
dership, responsibility for which 
lies today with you.” 

Khomeini referred to the con- 
troversy which arose when it was 
first proposed in 1979 that he sho- 
uld be granted sweeping powers as 
the country's supreme leader. 

After Ahmad Khomeini read 
his father's statement, the Aya- 
tollah's will was put in a green file, 
bound with wire, tied with ribbon 
inihe green, white and red colours 
of the Islamic republic, and sealed 
with wax.

between Libya and Iraq. He said 
that he had personally taken pan 
in such reconciliation missions and 
in June 19«l. “while Major Abdul 
SaJam JaJIoud (Col. Qadhaffs 
second-in-command) was trying 
to convince Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein of the 'sincere Lib- 
yan intentions.' another Libyan 
delegation was jecretly signing 
contracts for the delivery of the 
most modem tanks and various 
other arms to Iran.” to help it in its 
war against Iraq. 

“Libya’s hostility is different 
from Syria’s attitude towards 
Iraq.” Mr. Shayb said. “While 
Iraq and Syria have ideological 
differences. Libya seeks to topple 
President Hussein's government 
and clearing way for the Iranians 
to enter the Arabian Peninsula, 
aiming at Saudi Arabia.” he said. 


Asked by AFP whether he 
expects reprisals against him by 
the Libyan government after his 
relevations. Mr. Shayb said: “It is 
ray duty to reveal the truth to the 
Libyan people despite the per- 
sonal danger to me.” 

The Iraqi News Agency and the 
Associated Press, in dispatches 
from Amman, had quoted a “rel- 
iable Jordanian source” as saying 
the Libyan diplomat's decision to 
quit his post was in protest against 
the actions of the Libyan regime. 

Another Associated Press rep- 
ort said that Mr. Shayb. who had 
left Jordan during last month's 
visit by Col. Qadhafi to Jordan, is 
now in a European country and 
has asked for political asylum in- 
Jordan. But AFP quoted Mr. 
Shayb as denying the report that 
he asked for political asylum in 
Jordan and said he left Jordan ear- 
lier last week.

Eyewitnesses saw badly injured 
people lying on the concourse out- 
side the terminal soaked in blood 
and with parts of their clothing 
tom away. One injured woman lay 
moaning on the ground while a 
man sat holding his bleeding head. 

An ambulance worker told rep- 
orters: “A man covered in blood 
jiteralgy feD into my arms. He had 
been hit in the back. He died a few 
seconds later.” 

•' The injured were taken by 20 : 
ambulances to hospitals in the; 
area. Security forces closed the, 
terminal to search for further exp- ; 
losives but reopened most of h 
.when they found nothing. The 
scene of the blast remained sealed 
off. 

*. Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy 
later arrived at the airport and 
condemned what he called the 
cowardly attack. 

' In Ankara. Turkish Foreign! 
Minister Dter Turkmen expressed 5 
-deep sorrow and anger and said: 
"It is certain (the killers) will pay, 
heavily for these crimes.” i 


Airport officials said most air- 
craft were still being allowed to 
land at Orly, which lies due south 
of Paris, but some were diverted to 
Charles de Gaulle airport to the 
north east of the capital. Air traffic 
would not be back to normal until 
Saturday morning, they said. 

In the past decade more than 30 
people, mostly Turkish diplomats 
abroad, have died in attacks cla- 
imed by Armenian militants. The 
guerrillas say Turkey is res- 
ponsible for the alleged genocide 
of the 1.5 million Armenians ear- 
lier this century, a charge which 
Turkey denies. 

In 19N1 gunmen shot dead two 
Turkish diplomats in Paris. Later 
that year a security guard was kil- 
led at the Turkish consulate when 
Armenian guerrillas took 5 1 peo- 
ple hostage. 

Eight days ago an Armenian 
was jailed for two-and-a-half 
years by a Paris court for a gre- 
nade attack on the Turkish Air- 
lines office in Paris, where three 
people were slightly injured and 
extensive damage was caused.

revolutions are a natural phe- 
nomenon. But the danger here is 
that these problems came after the 
Beirut events while the Pal- 
estinian revolution is still treating 
its wounds and the wounds of its 
people, particularly in Lebanon. 

The refugee camps in southern 
Lebanon were destroyed, and we 
have now thousands of Palestinian 
evacuees. When the problems 
occurred, they were known to the 
Syrian and Libyan intelligence 
services. When the problems were 
resolved, we were surprised with a 
public Libyan support of the dis- 
sent. which Libyan leader Colonel 
Muammar Qadhafi personally 
and publicly supported. 

Mr. Arafat said. “We are aga- 
inst any clash with the Syrian army 
or the Libyan forces, but they are 
insisting on fighting us." 

Asked about the decision to 
deport him from Syria. Mr. Arafat 
said he went to Syria at the request 
of some Fateh leaders for talks 
with Syrian officials, and that his 
talks with Dr. Rifat Al Assad 
(President Hafez Al Assacfs bro- 
ther) led to a very positive agr- 
eement. However, one day later 
and while he was meeting with 
Palestinian leaders, he was not- 
ified at 11.00 a.m. of the derision 


to deport him from Syria. “This is 
a departure from all known dip- 
lomatic traditions.” Mr. Arafat 
said. "Furthermore. I went to 
Syria at the invitation of President 
Assad.” the PLO chairman said. 

Mr. Arafat said Fateh wfll mai- 
ntain its “historic leadership" of 
the Palestinian people and “we 
are on the side of the Palestinians 
who are demanding democracy. 
But the question is how can act 
democratically, while one is riding 
in a Libyan tank and another is 
using Syrian ammunition.” 

“Is this the democracy which 
promoted Abu Musa and Abu 
Saleh to struggle for?” .Mr. Arafat 
asked. 

He asserted that the Fateh 
movement can never acquiesce to 
some intelligence officer. “Fateh 
is a democratic organisation. One 
can only sense this when he sees 
the way we act. We are democratic 
because we base our democratic 
action on the principle that slaves 
do not fight. Consequently, we did 
not dismiss the dissidents from the 
movement, although we had inf- 
ormation early this year that there 
was a dissent. The only one who 
has been dismissed so far is Abu 
NidaL and no one else. We are 
proud of this fact. Consequently, 
when our freemen fight, they fight 
until death.”

the report of the landing. 

It said: “(the flying saucers) 
were described as being circular in 
shape with raised centers, app- 
roximately 50 feet in diameter. 

“Each one was occupied by 
three bodies of human shape but 
only three feet tall, dressed in 
metallic cloth of a very fine tex- 
ture. Each body was bandaged in a 
manner similar to the blacftut suits 
used by speed flyers and test pil- 
ots." 

“ No further evaluation was att- 
empted (by an FBI investigator) 
concerning the above.” it con- 
cluded. 


An FBI spokesman said he had 
heard about the memo and its rel- 
ease under the freedom of inf- 
ormation act but he added that it 
“did not amount to a h£D of 
beans.” He did not elaborate. 


One possibility was that an FBI 
agent bad inserted the memo into 
the files as a prank. Another was 
that the informant who provided 
the information was a crank. 


He riled another Pentagon 
document released by the airforce 
Thursday which says a Defence 
Department counterintelligence 
unit maintained an “int- 
erplanetary phenomenon unit” 
until 1959.

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Brighter prospects for Soviet

WASHINGTON -Prospects for 
SovieL-American relations look 
somewhat brighter after recent 
developments, including last 
week's East-West agreement in 
Madrid on human rights. U.S. off- 
icials say. 

They believe a compromise at 
the European security conference, 
raising the possibility of a meeting 
of U.S. and Soviet foreign min- 
isters soon, was the latest hint of 
some softening in position on both 
sides. 

The agreement to conclude the 
long-stalemated conference, still 
subject to final approval included 
a recognition of human rights, alt- 
hough less explicit than the West 
had sought. 

It could lead to a ceremony in 
Madrid in the next few weeks at 


which a concluding document 
would be approved by foreign 
ministers of 35 governments, inc- 
luding U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz and his Soviet cou- 
nterpart. Andrei Gromyko. 

Soviet delegates have passed 
the word that Mr. Gromyko a 
ready to attend, which coudl set 
the stage for private talks with Mr. 
Shultz to review deadlocked arms 
control negotiations, other 
East-West problems 1 ' and U.S.- 
Soviet relations in general. 

The meeting would be about 
two months earlier than talks pla- 
nned at the United Nations later 
this year between Mr. Shultz and 
.Mr. Gromyko, both of whom rec- 
ently made major statements on 
U.S.-Soviet ties that kept doors 
open to substantive accords. 

The atmosphere at such a ses- 
sion would presumably be imp- 
roved by the Madrid compromise, 
the first significant political agr- 


eement involving Moscow and 
Washington since Soviet int- 
ervention in Afghanistan in Dec- 
ember 1979. 

It would follow other tentative 
signs of relaxation in U.S.-Soviet 
relations, which have been at one 
of their lowest points since the 
cold war era of the 1950s. 

These include private talks bet- 
ween Mr. Shultz and veteran Sov- 
iet Ambassador Anatoly Dob- 
rynin in Washington, beginning in 
late March and since averaging 
nearly one a week. 

State Department and White 
House officials said the talks were 
preceded in February by an una- 
nnounced meeting between Pre- 
sident Reagan and Mr; Dobrynin, 
their first major discussion. 

A few days earlier, diplomatic 
sources reported that Mr. Dob- 
rynin planned to leave his post 
later this year because of fru- 
stration at what the Kremlin saw

as U.S. cold-shoulder treatment 
and refusal to treat Moscow as an 
equal world power. 

Other recent signals died by 
U.S. officials include what they 
called limited Soviet concessions 
at the Strategic Arms Reduction 
Talks (START) in Geneva and 
Moscow" s decision to allow a fam- 
ily of religious dissidents to emi- 
grate. 

In addition, acoordtng to initial 
assessments in Washington, last 
week’s meeting in Moscow bet- 
ween Soviet President Yuri And- 
ropov and West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl at least held 
open the possibility of agreements 
on arms and other issues. 

U.S. officials reserved firm jud- 
gment until West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
briefs Mr. Reagan and Mr. Shultz 
On the Moscow summit. 

But they professed neither sur- 
prise nor great dismay at Mr. And- 


ropov 1 s tough rhetoric, including a 
veiled threat of new Soviet missile 
deployments in East Germany if 
U.S. missiles are placed in Wes- 
tern Europe starting in December, 
as planned. 

Mr. Kohl told reporters in Mos- 
cow that “there is still a chance to 
get somewhere m Geneva” in 
negotiations on medium-range 
missiles in Europe, which are sep- 
arate from the START talks. 

“The Soviet leadership made 
clear that it does not exclude the 
possibility of progress being m- 
ade." Mr. Kohl said. 

Mr. Kohl also said Mr. And- 
ropov was sympathetic to the idea • 
of a summit with Mr. Reagan but 
insisted, as the U.S. president has. 
that such a meeting be well pre- 
pared in advance.

Never serious 

JUST before PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat’s arrival in Jordan 
late last March for the final round of talks on the Reagan 
proposals of Sept. 1, many Arab and European politicians were 
constantly urging the U.S. administration to take a swift move 
towards strengthening its sagging credibility with the Arabs. 
Unless such a move came soon or was in the offing, these 
politicians and others warned, there simply would be no chance 
of Jordan and the PLO reaching consensus on entering the 
American-led peace process; and it was evident to almost eve- 
rybody that that would necessarily mean the demise of the U.S. 
initiative for Middle East peace. 

The Americans, to be fair, were fully aware of the need to do 
something drastic at that time in order to save the peace process 
from collapse. But they either failed to live up to the occasion or 
had no intention of doing a thing about it in the first place. Slfll, 
their response to Arab and some European calls for action, was 
always the same. It was impossible For the slow political process 
in Washington to cope with accelerating Middle East events, 
even if the U.S. wanted a match, U.S. officials invariably said. 

Today, after the U.S., failure to sustain its own president’s 
proposals for an Arab- Israeli settlement and at about the same 
rime that the Reagan initiative is prepared for burial, the 
American story of not being able to exert enough pressure on 
the Israelis in a given period of time, is unfolding as rapidly as 
the original claim of “slowness” was made months ago. 

Right after the explosion that destroyed the American emb- 
assy in Beirut last April, U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz 
immediately flew into the area and concluded the Lebanon- 
Israeli withdrawal agreement of May 17. In a matter of days 
afterwards. Washington wa sable to lift the embargo on the sale 
of advanced fighters for the Israeli Air Force, and Secretary of 
Defence Caspar Weinberge r instantly signalled the U.S. return 
to strategic understanding with the Begin government. 

Also today, the U.S. is more than just able and willing to 
block in seconds any U.N. resolution that would condemn 
Israel for its harassment of Palestinians in the occupied ter- 
ritories and that would demand from the Zionist state a halt to 
its settlement drive in the West Bank, especially in the midst of 
Arab cities and towns. 

_ If these are not American double standards, would Was- 
hington please tell us what is? If it is U.S. credibility that is at 
stake now, and the Americans do not really care about the 
consequences, why should we? For all know, the U.S. seemed 
once to seek an honest role for itself to play in the Middle East, 
but, as if in a bad act, it could not continue it. And for what it is, 
Washington simply can never be serious again, it seems. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Al Rai : Negative American policy 


The United States has aborted the Jordanian plan submitted lo the 
United Nations Security Council two days ago to deal with the 
deteriorating situation in the occupied Arab territories. The plan 
affirms that Israel's continued construction of settlements there is 
illegal. The council was compelled to suspend the debate without 
reaching any result. Evidently, the negative American policy means 
the following: 

— The U.S. administration has gone back on its stand declared 
during the Carter term of office when the administration regarded 
these settlements as illegal and an obstacle to peace. 

— This new stand is a green light to Israel encouraging it to 
continue its settlement policy and terrorist practices in Lhe occupied 
territories. 

—The timing of the U.S. decision and the Israeli decision to rebuild 
the Jewish quarter in Hebron and to resettle Jews there is an Ame- 
rican approval of the Israeli aggressive step, which will lead to serious 
repercussions in the occupied territories. 

— The American-lsracli memo of understanding has defined and 
formulated the American position in the Security Council. This 
means that as long as the United States continues its commitment to 
this document, no one will trust the credibility of the U.S. adm- 
- migration to perform a real role in establishing peace in the area. 

— The U-S. auiiude reinforces the conviction of many people that 
the U.S. administration was not serious when it submitted its peace 
plan, since it is evident that encouraging the aggressor to devour the 
land of the vanquished means the encouragement of the liquidation 
of the issue, and not a contribution to its solution or pushing the area 
towards real peace. 

Al Diistour: Washington’s new policy 


Those who arc following up the American statements and attitudes 
towards Israel's settlement policy can easily understand that the U.S. 
administration is going back on its attitude which previously reg- 
arded the Israeli settlements as illegal. In the pasL the U.S. con- 
sidered the West Bank and the Gaza Strip as occupied territories, 
lhe Reagan administration went back on this position and regarded 
the Israeli settlements as an abstacle to peace only. 

The recent incidents in Hebron and the Israeli repression there 
affirm that the U.S. has gone back on its past attitude and is going 
along with Israel in its settlement policy, even inside the city of 
Hebron. 

When Jordan submitted a complaint to the Security Council and 
the council met to discuss the complaint. Washington confirmed its 
new policy, and does not view the dismissal of the Hebron mayor as 
an assault on democracy or the curfew on Hebron during the Ram- 
adan days and the Eid as a violation of human values and principles. 

Sawt Al Shaab: U.S. obstructing the peace 

The dear contradiction in U.S. policy towards the Middle EasL crisis 
is evident whenever it comes to an Israeli step to expand or build new 
settlements. While Washington declares its insistence to go ahead in 
the peace process in the Middle East, it is obstructing the chances of 
peace and is putting Israel in a position of strength, which would 
consequently mean that Israel cannot be serious about peace. 

While Israel is annexing Arab lands and is now seeking lo settle in 
Hebron, the United States is declaring its commitment to what it calls 
Israel's security and has recently supplied it with new advanced 
air-to-air missiles.

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Mounting support for IRA in N. Ireland elections

DUBLIN — After its success in 
the British general elections in 
Northern Ireland. Sinn Fein, pol- 
itical wing of the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA), is turning its att- 
entions to the Irish Republic. 

Sinn Fein, which openly sup- 
ports the IRA's violent campaign 
to end British rule in the North, 
increased its share of the total vote 
in last month's elections by 60 per 
cent and comfortably exceeded its 
own target of 90.000 votes. 

This put it almost level with the 
moderate Catholic Social Dem- 
ocratic and Labour Party (SDLP). 
which has always claimed to rep- 
resent the 500.000-strong Cat- 
holic minority in Northern Ire- 
land. where there are also a mil- 
lion Protestants who want to stay 
British. 

A few days after the election 
Sinn Fein vice-President Gerry- 
Adams, who won a seat in the Bri- 
tish Parliament that be refuses to 


take, said the advances made in 
Northern Ireland must be mat- 
ched by a parallel development in 
the republic. 

Sinn Fein is one of the few pol- 
itical organisations active in both 
parts of Ireland, which the party is 
pledged to unite as a democratic, 
socialist republic. 

Speaking at a ceremony at Bo- 
de nstown. west of Dublin, to 
commemorate the 1 Nth-century 
Irish nationalist Theobold Wolf 
tone. Mr. Adams told a crowd of 
several thousand that the British 
presence in Northern Ireland 
could not exist without the “col- 
laboration" of the Dublin gov- 
ernment. 

At the same time Fein rec- 
ognised that the Northern Irish 
people could only gain their ind- 
ependence in a new Irish republic 
with the help of Dublin, the 
Belfast-based leader said. 

“A firm foothold and a relevant 
organisation in southern politics is 
vitaL" he said. “We must apply 
ourselves to that objective." 

But Mr. Adams made it clear 


that the IRA’s “armed struggle” 
which Sinn Fein supports in the 
North had no part to play in the 
republic. 

Acknowledging that ordinary 
people in the republic accepted 
stare institutions here as leg- 
itimate. he said that to ignore this 
reality was to blinker Republican 
politics. 

Explaining Sinn Fein's obj- 
ectives. another vice-President. 
Dublin-based Daithi O ConailL 
said it aimed to double to triple its 
present total of 30 local cou- 
ncillors throughout the republic in 
next year's local government ele- 
ctions. 

In an interview, he said there 
were no plans to put up candidates 
for the Irish Parliament, a decision 
that Irish officials said appeared to 
be dictated by the recognition that 
they would probably not win any. 

In Lhe 1981 Irish elections, sta- 
nding on a ticket representing 
Republican hunger strikers jailed 
in Northern Ireland. Sinn Fein 
won two seats in the Dublin par- 
liament. their first since the laste 


1950s. 

One of the successful can- 
didates was a hunger-striker, one 
of 10 who eventually starved the- 
mselves to death. 

The other was a prisoner in Nor- 
thern Ireland's Long Kesh jail. 

But in the next elections a year 
later, following the collapse of the 
government, and without the 
emotional atmosphere Sur- 
rounding the hunger-strike cam- 
paign. Sinn Fein lost both its seats. 

Sinn Fein leaders appear to bel- 
ieve they can no longer expect to 
win support in the South on the 
basis of what happens in the 
North. 

“You can’t get support in Bal- 
ly mun (Irish Republic) because of 
doors being kicked in by the Brits 
in Ballyraurphy (Belfast)." Mr. 
Adams was quoted as telling an 
Irish magazine. 

“You’ve got to become a rel- 
evant political party with realistic 
policies which crystallise the dis- 
illusionment felt by people at the 
Thatcherite monetarist policies 
and the corruption by the Dublin 


politicians.” he said. 

It is far from clear exactly what 
son of political and economic sys- 
tem Sinn Fein would like to see in 
a new united Ireland. 

While some party leaders exp- 
ound views that sound distinctly 
Marxist, others say the org- 
anisation is not influenced by any 
single ideology, but a combination 
of radical philosophies. 

According lo O ConnaflL Sin 
Fein would favour the nat- 
ionalisation of banks and large 
sections of heavy industry, but 
accepted there was a place for pri- 
vate enterprise provided it was not 
“exploitative." 

Government would be dec- 
entralised. though a plan for an 
Irish federation giving Northern 
Protestants some measure of 
self-government was dropped at 
last year’s Sinn Fein party con- 
gress- 

Sinn Fein would pull Ireland out 
of the Common Market and int- 
roduce Irish (Gaelic) as the off- 
icial language, though English 
would be retained. 


Apartheid addicts protest tactical reform by Pretoria

JOHANNESBURG - South 
Africa’s secretive Broedcrbond 
group, the most powerful body 
among the governing Afrikaners, 
faced its first public split today as 
its "think tank" rejected gov- 
ernment plans for racial reform. 

The Broederbond-sponsored 
South African Bureau for Racial 
Affairs (SABRA) said plans by 
the ruling National Party (NP) to 
give the country’s mixed-race and 
Indian citizens a political voice 
could lead only to total int- 
egration. 

The threatened split plunged 
Afrikanerdom into one of its 
worn crises and comes only 15 
months after the hitherto mon- 
olithic NP was wracked by opp- 
osition to Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha’s reform plans. 

Right-wing leader Andries 
Treurnicht. a former Bra- 
ederbond chairman, and 17 other 
NP rebels quit the party to form 
their own Conservative Party, 


implacably opposed to any form of 
power sharing by the whites. 

The government's con- 
stitutional reform plans appear 
mild by international standards, 
offering limited power-sharing to 
Indians and coloureds but still exc- 
lude the country's 70 per cent 
black majority from any say in 
government. 

But they are vehemently opp- 
osed by both the proponents and 
opponents of apartheid. South 
Africa's policy of separation of the 
races based on white supremacy. 

Supporters of apartheid see the 
plans as the thin end of a wedge 
that would eventually lead to 
black majority rule. 

The anti-apartheid main pol- 
itical opposition, the Progressive 
Federal Party, opposes the ref- 
orms because they take no acc- 
ount of blacks. 

Political analysts said the public 
involvement of SABRA and the 
Broederbond. the power-house 
behind the NP. in such a con- 
tentious issue illustrated the depth 
of feeling the scheme had aroused. * 

However, they said it was loo 


early to assess bow great an impact 
ft. would have on the plans the- 
mselves. 

The government said today it 
would cutoff S ABRA’s estimated 
70.000 rand (64.000 dollars) a 
year subsidy. 

Broederbond Chariman Pro- 
fessor Carel Boshoff resigned as 
the group's leader ahead of the 
statement, but remains head of 
SABRA. He was replaced as Bro- 
ederbond chief by Professor Jan P. 
de Lange, regarded as being from 
the verligte (enlightened) wing of 
the Broederbond. 

The secretive Broederbond 
(Afrikaans for Brotherhood) has 
an estimated 12.000 carefully- 
selected members in the highest 
reaches of government edu- 
cation. broadcasting, the police 
and commerce. All but one or two 
of the cabinet are members. 

■ Political analysts forecast a pos- 
sible split in the Broederbond on 
the lines of last year’s NP division. 

Mr. Boshoff. regarded as ver- 
krampie (conservative), might 
lead SABRA and a splinter group 
of the* Broederbond aligned with 


Treumicbt’s Conservative Party. 
Mr. De Lange would remain beh- 
ind Prime Minister Botha and the 
NP. 

.SABRA said in its statement 
that the reform plans would sti- 
mulate conflict (between the 
races) and“do not make adequate 
provision for the self- 
determination of races.” 

It said SABRA was “convinced 
that untwining of nations, and not 
the continued mixing (of races), 
must be the predominant cha- 
racteristic of South African coh- 
abitation.” 

The political analysts said 
SABRA appeared to be seeking 
“independent” homelands for 
Indians and coloureds along the 
lines of. NP policy of separate 
so-called tribal homelands for 
blacks. 

SABRA said it stood for an 
“imaginative plan” where dif- 
ferent nations could live in their 
own areas with their own aut- 
horities. 

Mr. De Lange, who is rector of 
Rand Afrikaans University, went 


on record nearly four years ago as 
blaming apartheid for the lack of. 
dialogue between blacks and whi- 
tes in South Africa. 

Mr. Boshoff — son-in-law of 
the grand architect of apartheid. 
Hendrik Verwoerd — was app- 
ointed chairman of SABRA in 
1972 and was re-elected as' head 
of the Broederbond nine months 
ago. He once said that Soweto, the 
black township near Joh- 
annesburg. should disappear. 

Under the NP's reform pro- 
posal. the present all-white par- 
liamentary chamber would be scr- 
apped in favour of three cha- 
mbers. one each for whites. Ind- 
•ians and coloureds. 

Whites would continue to hold 
Jhe vast majority of power as their 
chamber would have, the largest* 
□umber of members and they 
would dominate the process of 
electing a president with wide-, 
ranging executive powers. 

Parliament adjourned unto an 
undisclosed date later in the year, 
but a parliamentary committee is 
’continuing work on the proposals.

MOSCOW - West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl's visit to ' 
the Soviet Union has failed to" 
break the East-West deadlock 
over European missile dep- =. 
loyraents but has reinforced bis 
country's position as a broker 
between Washington and Mos- 
cow. 

The Christian Democratic Cha- ' 
ncellor has publicly denied any 
intention of being a mediator bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and the 
United States in the style of his 
Social Democratic predecessor 
Helmut Schmidt. 

But the circumstances of Mr. 
Kohl's journey to Moscow und- 
erlined the unique role of West 
Germany as the only NATO cou- 
ntry with a top-level dialogue with 
the Kremlin. 

Since the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan in December I97‘> 
Mr. Schmidt and Mr. Kohl have 
been the only major western lea- 
ders to visit Moscow for foil-scale 
talks. 

West Germany is also the only 
NATO country to have been host 
to a return visit. the trip made by 
President Leonid Brezhnev in 
November 19K1. 

Now Mr. Kohl has become the 
only participant in last May's Wil- • 
Iiamsburg, summit who has met * 
Mr. Brezhnev's successor Yuri 
Andropov. 

The two men met twice for a 
total of three hours and the cha- 
ncellor was quoted as saying a 
human contact had been est- 
ablished. 

.Mr. Kohl, according to West 
German sources, described Mr. 
Andropov as brilliant and at his 
closing press conference publicly 
praised the Soviet president's 
grasp of negotiating details. 

He said Mr. Andropov was 
sympathetic to the idea of summit 
talks with President Reagan but 
said the Soviet leader insisted that 
such a meeting should be well pre- 
pared in advance. 

Mr; Andropov, who was lik- 
ewise getting his first chance to 
size up Mr. Kohl at close quarters, 
is not likely to make his imp- 
ressions of his guest public. 

For his part. Mr. Kohl appeared 
anxious to allay fears in the Kre- 
mlin that that his centre-right gov- 
ernment might put a much lower 
emphasis than its predeessor on 
dialogue with the Soviet bloc. 

Mr. Kohl went out of his way to 
sound a moderate tone, emphasise 
his government’s readiness to 
remember Soviet security int- 
erests. and avoid ideological pol- 
emics. 

Asked at his press conference if 
he felt he had visited the capital of 
an “empire of evil” - Mr. Rea- 
gan's description of the Soviet 
Union — he grinned broadly and 
replied: “Certainly not." 

But while his style was clearly 
less abrasive than that of Mr. - 
Schmidt. Mr. Kohl was uni- 
nhibited in his public defence of 
German interests. 

At his press conference and m 
the Kremlin. -Mr. Kohl publicly 
supported the goal of German, 
reunification and urged Moscow 
to let more ethnic Germans emi- 
grate. 

The West German chancellor. . 
known for his amiable temper, 
was dearly needled by his hosts*' 
frequent complaints about a rev- . 
ival of “revanchism" in his cou- 
ntry. • 

This term, implying readiness to 1 
rMtose Nazi Germany’s pre-war. 
frontiers by force, was the keynote ' 
of Soviet attacks on West Ger- 
many until the normalisation of 
relations in 1970; 

Since Mr. Kohl’s government 
came to power last year, the word

[when dealing with Bonn. 

Mr. Kohl flatly denied the acc- 
usation and asked Mr. Andropov 
how he would feel if his countfy 
and its capital city were'divided.

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Soviet specialists successfully tackle problems of anthropology

MOSCOW — Can a Neanderthal 
or Cor-Magnon man be pho- 
tographed? Yes. they can. Their 
pictures are to be found in the' 
Urge Soviet Encyclopaedia. They 
.were photographed more than 
once, or rather their sculptures, 
but these, scientists are convinced. 


are close copies of the originals. 
Why this conviction? 

Can one reproduce wiih pho- 
tographic accuracy the features of 
a long dead person if his life-time 
portrait is lacking? Yes. one can. 
provided his skull has been pre- 
served — it serves for the relief 
reproduction of facial traits. This 
problem is being successfully tac- 


kled by Soviet specialists. Pro- 
fessor Andranik Dzhagaryan is 
one of them. 

Lately, his anthropology lab- 
oratory (Institute of Archaeology 
and Ethnography of the Arm- 
enian Academy of Sciences) has 
“brought to life" an unknown who 
lived in the Early Stone Age. Now 
everyone can see the appearance 
of pne of our ancestors who inh- 
abited more than 10.000 years ago 
the territory of Armenia, where 
his remains were discovered. Now 
his “sculpture" fashioned by Pro. 
Dzhagaryan can be photographed 
from all angles. 

Plastic Reconstruction 

One is helped in moulding the 
soft tissues of a head from its bone 
pattern not only by a detailed 
knowledge of anatomy, ant- 
hropology and mathematics, but 
also by an ability to sculpt and 
draw (plenty of preliminary ske- 
tches are needed }. One must be a 
scientist and an artist at once. 

Prof. Mikhail Gerasimov 
(14(17-1070). who headed the 
Plastic Reconstruction Lab- 
oratory at the Institute of Eth- 
nography of the USSR for 20 
years, was such an all-rounder. He 
left a whole gallery -- over 200 
sculptures in all. 

Many of them arc well known 
from their photographs. Som- 
etimes is seems that a person was 
taken picture of during his lif- 
etime. be it Rudaki. an ancient 
Persian and Tajik poet. Yaroslav 
the Wise, an ancient Russian pri- 
nce. Ulugbeck. an Uzbek ast- 
ronomer. or Fyodor Ushakov, a 
Russian admiral. 

The same illusion, only more 
striking, is produced by Ger- 
asimov's photographs of Cro- 
Magnon men. a Neanderthal, or 
Sinanthropus.... 

But how dose are they to “real" 
nature which none of us could 
have or had seen? 

This is determined indirectly.

but with a sufficient degree of acc- 
uracy. One of the procedures may 
be this: A sculptor is asked to rec- 
onstruct the image of a person 
who remains incognito, but is well 
known to the "examination" 
board from portraits made during 
his lifetime, from his death mask, 
etc. Gerasimov s techniques have 
been subjected to such a lest more 
than once and sLood ii. The work 
of Andranik Dzhagaryan has also 
been scrutinised by expens. On 
one occasion dozens of specialists 
look pan — anthropologists, med- 
ical men. criminalists, historians, 
art critics and artists. None of 
them had been shown the death 
mask of a person whose image was 
to be reconstructed by the pro- 
fessor. When the job was done, 
the mask was taken from a safe 
and compared with the portrait 
produced. Everyone stated obv- 
ious similarity. 

Professor Dzhagaryan. besides 
confirming od regularities, has 
established new ones, relating the 

structural features of the skull 
with facial muscles. With special 
original methods and equipment 
which he developed, he obtained 
in an anatomical theatre a unique 
series of X-ray photographs dis- 
tinctly showing not only bones but 
also the soft tissues of the head 
and the torso. The result was iho- 
usandsof tables and drawings with 
hundreds of formulas. The cal- 
culations were speeded up by the 
republic's computing centre, bec- 
ause otherwise they would have 
taken a lot of time. 

International recognition 

Prof. Dzhagaryan has his own 
followers and pupils who use and 
improve his system of rec- 
onstruction. in the same was as he 
did Gerasimov’s. Specialists are 
interested not only in his tec- 
hniques. but also in the extensive 
programme of work he is carrying 
out. 

The scientists has set out to 


trace the changes' over the mil- 
lennia in the outward appearance 
of people who lived in Armenia, 
once the site of the state of Urartu 
(Van Kingdom), the most ancient 
within the USSR's borders, which 
arose in the dth century B.C. It 
was notable for a fairly well- 
developed culture. Not so long 
ago. archaeologists discovered in 
the area of Lake Sevan the rem- 
nants of cities that existed even 
before the Urarean ones know to 
us. The veil of secrecy has been 


lifted over u more ancient and. 
judging by everything, no less 
developed civilisation. 

Interest in this world nf ancient 
Sevan dwellers is enormous. And 
not only in their world but also in 
their outward appearance which is 
being reconstructed in detail by 
Prof. Dzhagaryan. 

Ever new exhibits join his gal- 
lery. which now has peasants and 
artisans, warriors and priests, 
kings and sages from different 
epochs llhe social backgrounds 


and occupations of each of them 
are established by examining the 
burial sites and archaeolgtcal 
finds i . 

Quite recently, he added to the 
busLs of Hurriiev who inhabited 
the Armenian Highlands some 
b.Uiw years ago. the portrait of a 
proto-Bulgarian, who li\ed inl- 
ands distant Irom these at app- 
roximately the same time - 4th 
millennium B.C. It is a pho- 
tograph sent to Dzhagaryan by 
one ol' his followers — Doctor of 


Medicine Iordan Iordan* n. from 
Bulgaria, w ho has visited Armenia 
to consult Smicl colleagues. Di. 
Inrdunoi is the author o| plastic 
reconstructions by the Dzh- 
agaryan method. 

Exchange of experience in pla- 
stic reconstruction helps to imp- 
rove its methods and encourages 
i he search lor new developments 
in the most diierse spheres ol the- 
ory and practice — from ant- 
hropology and history to medicine 
and criminal law.

Sri Lanka’s huge resettlement programme’s success is

COLO M BO - The M ah.iw eh irr- 
igation and hydro -elec i rieity pro- 
gramme aims ui triple generating 
capacity, to cut unemployment 


and energy imports, to make the 
country sell -sufficient in food and 
to resettle l .5 million people lone 
in ten of the population!. The 
hope is for higher living standards 
which could lead to a fall in the 


population growth rate from the 
present annual 1 .7 per cent. The 
ambitions arc noble and vet there 
are ominous signs that the scheme 
could bring considerable suffering 
to Sri Lanka's poorest people. 

The programme began in the 
early l«J7Msasa3i)-ycar scheme to 
divert the Mahaweli River and 
take irrigation to new land in the 
affisL_Bui when, the present gov- 
gtomcaLtoakaifflcc in 1 ‘>77 it dec- 
ided to carry out the programme 
in six years, at a cost of some £Xun 
million. Four dams would be built 
across the viahaweli and 320.(10(1 
acres of jungle and scrub opened 
up to 1 4o.(iiio farming families. A 
further three-quarters of a million 
people would move into the area 
to provide other services. 

Costs have soared and already 
the government may regret ign- 
oring the World Bank's advice 
that Sri Lanka did not have the 
resources for such an ambitious 
plan and the suggestion of Dutch 
consultants that a slower rate of 
resettlement would be more likely 
to succeed. 

The six-year period expires in 
and the viahaweli Pro- 
gramme is way behind schedule. 
Construction of dams began in 
loKll. thanks to some £4l)tl million 
in foreign aid. Resettlement began' 
in |o»{| and by I MS2 about 6.20M 
families had been moved. The first 


came to system C. the area closest 
to the viahaweli River's three 
main dams, many of them from 
the Tcldeniya area which is to be 
submerged by the Victoria Dam. 

Teldeniya was an old town with 
a settled population. Its inh- 
abitants were given the choice of 
moving to system C. with three 
acres of land, or moving to the 
Kandy district, but with only a 
quarter of an acre, 'lost chose sys- 
tem C* even though they had not 
seen the area. 

The men moved before their 
families and lived for a year in res- 
ettlement camps, clearing land on 
which to grow food and build 
homes, supported by food aid 
from the United Nations. 

Problems 

From the start there were pro- 
blems. Families in Teldeniya had 
not been consulted about the plan 
to Hood their homes. Each family 
received only 'A2 uii compensation 
plus the market value of its pro- 
perty. Many fell they had been 
treated unjustly. Another pro- 
blem was the climate in the res- 
ettlement area. Teldeniya is in a 
wet zone but the new homes are in 
a dry. hotter area. The equipment 
and materials needed to clear fie- 
lds and build houses were often 
not available at the right time. 


There were difficulties over ira- 
nsport. Much of the new area is 
isolated, yet so great was the rush 
.to launch the scheme that little 
thought went into buildingor imp- 
roving roads. Not surprisingly, 
many of the settlers were reported 
to be uncooperative and unhappy. 

Nevertheless land was cleared, 
crops planted and first yields har- 
vested. Some people have adj- 
usted well. Edgar Edwin, lor exa- 
mple. who runs a small business in 
addition to his farm, harvested a 
first yield ol I ihi bushels ol paddy. 
Dougal Apohanw and his family 
ol I 2 children had half an acre ol 
land in Teldeniya. They admit 
they were reluctant to mmc even 
with the promise of five times 
more land, but after some dif- 
ficulty settling down now leel they 
3rc probably better off. 

Other settlers are not su sure. 
One tanner and his wile report a 
poor first yield of paddy and say 
the move has separated them Irom 
their teenage children. " There is 
nothing to tempt them to come 
here", the farmer says. 

These early settlers are unlucky 
in that the towns are not vet built, 
and health and educational fac- 
ilities are scarce. There is a sho- 
rtage of water in some area as the 
ViciWHa Dam is not due to send its 
waters down until April l‘*X4. 

A further problem is that the 


hills above the viahaweli River 
are denuded <>t trees. When the 
heavy rains come the water will 
pour on to the unprotected hil- 
lsides bringing down sill. This is 
turn will go through the sluice 
gates and into the irrigated area, 
where ii could clog up irrigation 
canals and lower the fertility of the 
soil. The solution, to replant the 
hillsides, was begun only in l'<sl. 

For the moment I ue I wood is 
plenum! because ol the jungle cle- 
aring. but officials admit that in a 
new years there could be a serious 
shortage. The electricity gen- 
erated by the power stations will 
be too expensive for most people 
anil only those near main roads 
will have access to it. 

Other issues have been set aside 
to be considered if people survive 
the first few years. The ass- 
umption seems to he that fathers 
will not divide their land when 
they hand it on to their sons and 
that the population will not inc- 
rease. But it the current rate ol 
population growth continues 
there will he u\ ice as many people 
by the year 2«'I4. Higher living 
standards could encourage the 
rate to slow down and government 
health services would he wise in 
cmphjsise the benefits of birth 
spacing and family planning. 

The viahaweli Programme 
poses questions about int-

emaiional aid. Almost all the aid 
m.«ney went to the dams and was 
lied by donors so that only firms in 
their own countries got con- 
struction contracts. The dams are 
costing around twice as much as 
was expected in and. as the 
aid is not inflation pronl. the gov- 
ernment must find the extra 
money . 

To do this it is increasing tax- 
ation and culling services lor the 
poor and the budget lor the res- 
ettlement area by a third. When 


inflation is high it is the poorest 
people who stiller. Whether they 
will ever benefit from the viah- 
aweli Programme i- doubtful 
"Ultimately the accelerated 
programme's success will be mea- 
sured against benefits io the set- 
tlers". says a government pub- 
lieu lion. But the les«-in of this res- 
ettlement is that a high degree ol 
co-ordination is needed at the 
planning stages if there is to beany- 
'chance ol success.

SEOUL (R) — With the cou- 
ntdown to the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympics now approaching the 
1 2-month mark. Seoul is already a 
ferment of activity as South Korea 
prepares lo stage the 1988 games. 

The 100.000 capacity mod- 
ernistic main stadium is beginning 
lo ta^e shape beside the wide Han 
river in the eastern part of the cap- 
ita] and is due to be completed 
next June. The stadium --venue for 
the track and field events— and a 
new sports complex four kil- 
ometres away will cost in the reg- 
ion of $150 million. 

Work began early on all the fac- 
ilities because Seoul will be sta- 
ging a full dress-rehearsal when it 
hosts the 1986 Asian Games. 

Perhaps the biggest worry fac- 
ing the South Koreans is the que- 
stion of security. 

Seoul is only 40 km south of the 
demilitarized zone (DMZ) where 
north and south Korean forces, 
together with American forces 
supporting the south, face each 
oLher in an uneasy ceasefire 30 


years after the end of the Korean 
war. 

Sports Minister Lee Won- 
Kyung told Reuters in an int- 
erview that security would present 
a big problem at both the Asian 
and Olympic Games and added: 
"We hope nothing will happen, 
but we will take all necessary pre- 
cautions.'' 

Seoul is fortunate that many 
existing facilities will need only 
minor modifications. There is a 
modern indoor swimming pool, 
and stadiums for boxing, 'vol- 
leyball and many other sports. 

But they are still leaving not- 
hing to chance. 

A tough former four-star gen- 
eral. with a reputation for getting 
things done, has been put in cha- 
rge of the Olympic organisation. 

Ro Tae-Woo was switched from 
the interior ministry to the top 
Olympic job last week and will 
also mastermind arrangements for 
lhe Asian Games. 

Ro. a close associate of Pre- 


sident Chun Doo Hwan. is one of 
the most powerful men in South 
Korea and his selection as cha- 
irman of the Seoul Olympic Org- 
anising Committee (SOOCl is an 
indication of how important the 
president rates the games for the 
country. 

The South Korean economy, 
which already boasts one of the 
world's highest growth rates, is 
expected to be given added imp- 
etus by the 1986 and 1988 sports 
extravaganzas. 

Seoul citizens will also feel the 
benefit. The city’s roads are being 
dug up for a widely extended sub- 
way system which will be able to 
carry 180.000 people per hour 
into the games area and new parks 
and hotels are being constructed. 
They will also enjoy improved san- 
itation. communications and 
roads. 

“Japan really took off after the 
1964 Olympics and 1 don't see 
why it shouldn’t happen to us," 
said one official. 

One potential problem also ■ 


appears to have been solved. 
South Korea does not have dip- 
lomatic relations with any com- 
munist country and there was a 
fear of possible boycotts. 

But Spain’s Juan Antonio Sam- 
aranch. President of the Int- 
ernational Olympic Committee 
(IOC), visited Moscow and Pek- 
ing before travelling to Seoul last 
spring. 

According to informed sources' 
Samaranch told the South Kor- 
eans he did not anticipate auv 
problems about the Russians or 
Chinese failing to attend. 

Naturally, the South Koreans 
would like a large pay-off in terms 
of medals and there is a campaign 
to boost training and facilities in 
schools throughout the country.. , 

“Fortunately our boys and girb 
are very sports minded. We won 
28 gold medals and finished third 
behind China and Japan in the last 
Asian Games... maybe we can do 
; better next time." said a SOOC 
i* official. . J!

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Dollar surges ahead 


LONDON fR) - The dollar surged ahead on world currency mar- 
kets Friday, opening at its highest level for eight months in Frankfurt 
and continuing a trend that began in the Far East. 

Dealers said it was boosted by comments to Congress from Mr. 
Paul Volcker. chairman of the U.S. Federal Reserve Board, that the 
U.S. central bank had adopted a Tighter monetary policy. 

This could push up U.S. interest rates, making the dollar an even 
more attractive investment, and investors have rushed to buy dollars 
in anticipation. 

In Frankfurt, the U.S. currency soared above the important psy- 
chological barrier of 2.60 West German marks to open at 2.6020 
marks, its highest level since the death of the former Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev last November. 

Earlier Friday it hit a seven-year high in Tokyo of 2.6i '65 marks. In 
Paris it opened at 7.H22S French francs and in Zurich it hit opening 
highs of 2.1345 Swiss francs. 

Dealers said the dollar was also boosted by expectations that U.S. 
money supply figures, will show a big increase for the latest week. 

This would further increase pressure on the U.S. central bank to 
tighten monetary policy by hoisting interest rates in order to stop 
inflation taking off again. 

Dealers said the unusual appearance earlier of New York bankson 
the Tokyo morning market had spurred Japanese. Southeast Asian 
and then European banks into a race to buy dollars and pushed up the 
U.S. currency. *"

Brazil imposes new 
austerity measures 
amid progress reports 


BRASILIA (R) - President Joao 
Figuciredo has announced further 
austerity measures for debt- 
plagued Brazil, saying its eco- 
nomic crisis was becoming graver 
at home and abroad despite great 
sacrifices and effort by the people. 

At the same time, an Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
team reported progress in talks 
aimed at unblocking a $4.9 billion 
financing programme which is 
vital for Brazil to avoid default on 
its estimated S9M billion foreign 
debt. 

v!r. Figueiredrj. in a nationwide 
television address painted a glo- 
omy picture of the economic sit- 
uation and said resolving the crisis 
had become a matter of national 
security. 

"The moment is critical, the 
economy is very sick." the 65- 
year-old leader said in announcing 
the latest in a series of austerity 
moves since the beginning of June, 
cutting back the inflation-indexed 
rate of wages, rents and mongage 
payments." he said. 

" vluch effort and sacrifice have 
already been made by Brazilian 
society." he added. *‘Nev-. 
enheless. the crisis persists, it bec- 
omes graver, internally and ext- 
ernally. it overrides sectorial int- 
erests to reach a level of national 


security." 

The I \1F suspended a $41 1 mil- 
lion instalment of the financing 
plan at the end of May. saying 
Brazil had not met economic tar- 
gets agreed last February aimed at 
reducing triple-digit inflation and 
a growing public deficit. 

The head of the I MF team. vlr. 
Eduardo Weisncr. told reporters 
after a long meeting with Brazilian 
officials that the latest round of 
talks had been "very constructive 
and decidedly positive." 

■“We believe we are making 
fundamental advances, we will 
cominue working on the different 
stages tocomplete it (the loan agr- 
eement )'. “The negotiations are 
continuing very well." 

Speaking on the eve of his dep- 
arture for United States for tests 
on his weak heart. Mr. Figuciredo 
announced a decree limiting 
twice-yearly wage increases to 
compensate for inflation to rtO per 
cent of the National Consumer 
Price Index (NCPI). This meant 
wages would rise only by four- 
fifths as much as prices. 

The president said the wages 
move was necessary to avoid an 
increase in unemployment, esp- 
ecially among the lower paid, and 
at assuring political and social tra- 
nquillity and harmony. 


Iran places emphasis 
on OPEC chief position 


LONDON (R) - Iran will insist 
that its own candidate is elected as 
the next secretary-general of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC ). the nat- 
ional news agency JRNA rep- 
rnted. 

OPEC oil ministers meet in 
Helsinki to discuss oil pricing and 
production next week, and the 
question of who should succeed 
Mr. Marc Nan Nguema of Gabon 
as head of the OPEC secretariat is 
on the agenda. 

1RNA. monitored in London, 
quoted Iranian Oil Minister Moh- 
ammad Gharazi as telling a news 
conference Thursday Iran would 
place particular emphasis at the 
meeting on the election of its nom- 
inee. 

Mr. Gharazi did not name its 
candidate but said that, despite 
opposition. Iran would “decisively 
defend its inalienable right by int- 
roducing a committed rep- 
resentative". 

He said OPECs charter called 
for rotation of the position every 
two years and now it was the turn 
of Iran’s nominee. 

The only other country so far to 
put forward a nominee is Iran's 
opponent in the 34-month-old 
Gulf war. although oil industry 
sources have said other names 
may be put forward. 

OPEC has been unable to settle 


thd~ question at previous meeting 
of the 1 3-member group's oil min- 
isters. 

Deputy Secreiary-Gcncral 
FadhiJ AlChalabioflraq has been 
acting head of the Vienna-based 
secretarial after Mr. Nguema' s 
term expired at the end of June. 

1RNA reported that Mr. Gha- 
razi reaffirmed Iran's support for 
OPEC, which he said now enjoyed 
a firm position. 

He said international demand 
for OPEC oil was expected to exc- 
eed OPECs production ceiling of 
17.5 million barrels daily next 
winter, provided industrial cou- 
ntries did noi draw on their oil 
reserves. 

Mr. -Gharazi was quoted assay- 
ing Iran had insisted for some time 
on the stabilisation of the OPEC 
producton ceiling and the base 
price of $29 a barrel, but the news 
agency did not indicate what pos- 
ition Iran would take at the oil 
ministers' conference. 

He said Iran did not have to res- 
ort to sales of oil in the spot mar- 
ket because it could sign long- 
term agreements for the sale of its 
oil. 

However, spot market sales did 
not affect the oil market as adv- 
ersely as did exceeding OPEC 
quotas and discounting oil prices, 
he said.

Volcker might not serve full term 

WASHINGTON (Ri - Federal Reserve Board (FED) Cha- 
irman Paul Volcker Thursday left open the possibility he might 
step down before serving a full four years of his second term as 
U.S. central banker. On his first day of testimony before Congress 
after being renominated by President Reagan to head the Fed. 
Mr. Volcker told the Senate banking committee: “I don t nec- 
essarily desire... to stay the whole four years". 

Algeria stresses oil output ceiling 


PARIS (R) - Algeria Friday caulioned against a relaxation by 
OPEC' countries of agreed production ceilings in anticipation of 
an increased demand for nil. In a comment on an OPEC (Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries) meeting starting on 
Monday in Helsinki, the official Algerian news agency APS said 
the present global ceiling must be maintained.

PROPRIANO. Corsica (R) -Six 
hooded Corsican separatists des- 
troyed a French family’s holiday 
home and two cars after ordering 
the owners out and tying them up. 
police said Friday. 

In what police called a new esc- 
alation of separatist violence on 
the French-ruled Mediterranean 
island, the family of four and a 
friend were marched out of the 
holiday home Thursday night and 
bound by the intruders, who said 
they were members of the banned 
Corsican National Liberation 
From t FLNC). 

The group, in military style clo- 
thing. told the French people they 
were taking the action because of 
the kidnapping and presumed 
murder of militant nationalist Guy 
Orsini last month. 

The family — Mr. and Mrs. Pie- 
rre de Seynes. iheiT son and 
daughter-in-law and family friend 
Eric Lambert — managed to free 
themselves but were recaptured as 
they tried to find help. They were 
tied up again and forced to watch 
as their house and two cars were 
destroyed by plastic explosives, 
police added. 

Police said it was the first lime 
the separatists had abducted any- 
one during an attack. There have 
been 344 bombings on Corsica 
this year, many of them claimed by 
the FLNC. 


Chilean court decision 
setback for Pinochet 


SANTIAGO (R) — A Chilean court’s decision to 
release opposition leader Gabriel Valdes and five 
other men from detention has raised the prospect of 
more anti-government demonstrations, diplomats in 
Santiago said. 


They described the court’s rul- 
ing Thursday as saying in effect 
that peaceful dissent was not a 
crime. 

The decision represented a 
Mow to the strategy of Gen. Aug- 
usto Pinochet who had tried to 
crack down through the courts on 
those who publicly backed a day of 
protest on T uesday. the third since 
May. the diplomats added. 

Although two people were shot 
dead and hundreds, mainly stu- 
dents. were arrested, the latest 
protest was much less violent than 
those on the previous two days 
and was generally restricted to 
such peaceful acts as saucepan 
banging and car horn sounding 
which the opposition had req- 
uested. 

The diplomats said the success 
of the protest appeared to be due 
in part to a four-hour curfew imp- 
osed by the military authorities in 
Santiago and Concepcion which 
gave people an opportunity to stay 
at home and proiesi. 

Mr. Valdes, a former foreign 
minister and the president of the 


banned Christian Democratic 
Party, had been held in solitary 
confinement since last Saturday in 
connection with charges against 
two young patty officials caught 
with 7(i().onn pamphlets calling 
for Tuesday's protest. 

The court ruled, however, that . 
the pamphlets did not constitute 
an incitement to the overthrow of 
the government, as required by 
the internal security laws under 
which the charges had been bro- 
ught. 

Charges were laid only against 
the two young party officials. 
Gonzalo Duarte and Daniel Sie- 
rra. and the owner of the printing 
press. Juana Mesa. The gov- 
ernment has appealed against 
their release, but cannot appeal 
against the release of Mt. Valdes 
and two senior political colleagues 
as none of them was charged. 

Mr. Valdes, and his colleagues. 
Christian Democrat Secretary 
Genera] Jose de Gregorio and 
former Senator Jorge Lavandero 
were arrested by order of a judge 
while he investigated their pos- 


sible involvement in the alleged 
offences. 

About 200 people cheered, 
sang and shouted slogans as .Mr. 
Valdes. 64. emerged Wednesday 
night from Santiago's main jail. 

At a party later with family and 
friends at his home, he told Reu- 
ters in an interview that he had 
spent five days in a room mea- 
suring two metres by three metres 
and without heat or light. 

He said his watch and glasses 
had been taken away from him 
and that after 5 p.m. each day it 
was too dark for him to see any- 
thing in the room. 

He thanked foreign gov- 
ernments who had expressed their 
concern over his arrest and was 
called to the phone to take calls 
from abroad from relatives, from 
Venezuelan President Luis Her- 
rera Cam pins and from the United 
Nations in New York. 

“1 am very happy because 1 
have been fighting this last year 
for freedom and for the right to 
protest." he said.

Australian minister resigns 


CANBERRA (R) — Australian 
Government Minister .Mick 
Young resigned Thursday over a 
spy scandal only four months after 
the Labour Party gained power. 

The resignation of Mr. Young. 
47. a special minister of state ran- 
ked seventh in the cabinet, was 
announced by Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke. 

vlr. Young, a former sheep she- 
arer who rose to minister from the 
ranksof the Labour Party, became 
involved in the expulsion of Soviet 
diplomat Valery Ivanov on April 

He admitted in parliament that 
he told a friend the government 
was about to "kick out a Russian" . 
rwo-and-a-half hours before Mr- 
Ivanov's expulsion was officially 
announced. 

vlr. Young, whose cabinet role 
took the form of trouble shooter in 
information and electoral reform 
policies, denied any further con- 


nection with the issue. 

Mr. Hawke said in a statement 
that circumstances surrounding 
Mr. Young's decision were being 
dealt with by a royal commission 
investigating Australia's security 
services. 

He added: “1 am also seeking 
opinion from the attorney general 
as to whether or not an offence has 
been committed under the Crimes 
Act." 

It is the government's first 
shock since ousting the con- 
servative coalition on March 5. 

Mr. Young’s resignation follows 
his denial of an allegation pub- 
lished in the National Times new- 
spaper that his remarks to a friend- 
on April 22 had gone further than 
revealing Mr. Ivanov's expulsion. 

Mr. Young said in a statement 
that the allegations were wrong in 
every respect but admitted his 
"kick out a Russian" remark.

WASHINGTON (R) - Ireland 
and the United States have signed 
an extradition treaty designed to 
make it more difficult for wanted 
fugitives such as guerrillas and 
drug smugglers from one country 
to take refuge in the other. 

U.S. Attorney General William 
French Smith, who signed for the 
Americans, said the treaty would 
address an “intolerable situation" 
under which neither country pre- 
viously could seek the arrest and 
extradition oF a fugitive from the 
other. 

While officials at the ceremony 
did not mention the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) or other 
guerrilla groups. Justice Dep- 
artment sources said the treaty 
emphasised President Reagan's 
commitment to deter the spread of 
what they termed terrorism. 

The treaty, signed after six years 
of negotiations, docs not cover 
Northern Ireland, which is adm- 
inistered by the British gov- 
ernment. 


But London has an extradition 
treaty with the United States and 
can seek the return of suspected 
criminals wanted in Northern Ire- 
land. 

Officials of the two countries 
said they had no immediate plans 
to seek arrests or extraditions of 
fugitives. 

Bui a Justice Department spo- 
kesman said American fugitives 
had in the pasi gone to Ireland 
seeking refuge from U.S. charges 
"on everything from muder to 
fraud". 

Dick O'Brien, an Irish embassy 
press officer, said his government 
had no current intention to seek 
the extradition of a suspected 
member of the Provisional IRA. 
Michael O’ Rourke. who was arr- 
ested in 1979 in Philadelphia. 

O’Rourke escaped from Irish 
authorities after serving one year 
of a six-year sentence fro ope- 
rating a bomb factory, and he is 
now fighting deportation from the 
United Slates.

Yellow River up as Yangtse subsides 


PEKING (R) - The swollen 
Yangtse River has begun to sub- 
side after threatening the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of people 
in central China but more rain 
could cause further flooding, the 
New China News Agency 
(NCNA) said Friday. 

Flood control headquarters 
reported the flood peak had pas- 
sed the towns of Jiujiang and 
Hukou in Jiangxi Province without 
causing damage, easing the threat 
to more than 300.000 people. 

Troops have been carrying out 
emergency repairs to dykes which 
were breached in more than 50 
places in Jiangxi. 

A local newspaper received in 
Peking Friday from the coastal 


province of Zhejiang said dykes 
on local rivers had been breached 
in about 1.200 places. 

Giving the first news of flooding 
in the province, the Zhejiang- 
Daily said 17.000 hectares 
(42.000 acres) had been inu- 
ndated in Jinhua prefecture alone. 

More than 600 peasants had 
been rescued from floods in Fuy- 
ang County but there were no cas- 
ualties. 

In neighbouring Jiangsu Pro- 
vince. the Xinhua Daily reported 
that X0X families who had been 
surrounded by floodwaters near 
the historic city of Suzhou were 
.now our of danger. But it indicated 
several hundred more remained in 
peril. 


90 deaths 

The only casualties reported so 
far have been in Anhui Province 
where at least MO people have 
died. 

In northeastern China heavy 
rain have also swollen the Yellow 
River, dubbed "China's sorrow' 
because it has overflowed almost 
every year in history. 

For two weeks the rising river 
has threatened the country 
second-largest hydroelectric 
power project being built in rem 
ote Qinghai Province. 

The English-language China 
Daily said Friday the flow of water 
there was expected to approach 
the record of 4.000 cubic metres a 
second which caused serious flo- 
ods in 19XJ. 


Apartheid 
causes death 
of black child 


PIETERMARITZBURG. South 
Africa (R) — A black child who 
fell from a lorry died after being 
refused admission to a South Afr- 
ican hospital reserved for Indians, 
doctors said. 

Nine-year-old Zulinkosi Lin- 
dedu was taken to Nonhdale hos- 
pital north of Pietermaritzburg 
after the accident on a nearby 
farm on Monday, according to the 
farmers's son. 

Dr. A1 Dw ark ape read, the hos- 
pital medical superintendent said 
later in an interview that under 
apartheid laws he could not admit 
a black child to the hospital except 
in cases of extreme emergency. 

The fanner’s son added that a 
doctor at the Indian hospital had 
refused to call an ambulance to 
take the boy to the black Edendale 
Hospital in kilometres away — 
apartheid also decrees separate 
ambulances for the different 
races. - 


7 main U.K. 
airports to 

be privatised 


LONDON (R) - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher has taken the 
first step towards selling Britain's 
seven main airports in her drive to 
privatise state firms. 

Transport Minister Tom King 
has ordered urgent studies on how 
private capital can play a role in 
the airports, chairman of the Bri- 
tish Airports Authority Norman 
Payne said Thursday night. 

Mr. Payne, reporting a £35 mil- 
lion ($53 million) annual profit, 
said he expected an eventual flo- 
tation of airport shares. 


Indian film-star politician faces test 


NEW DELHI (R) -The film star 
who shattered Prime Minister Ind- 
ira Gandhi's political base in 
South India faces his first big test 
since coming to power six months 
ago. 

Leaders of some 6l.Hl.iXH) junior 
government employees in the sou- 
thern state of Andhra Pradesh 
said they would start an indefinite 
strike from early Saturday, posing' 
a major challenge to flamboyant 
Chief Minister N.T. Rama Rao ; 

The employees* demands inc- 
lude reversal of a government dec- 
ision to lower the retirement age 
from 5X to 55 and implementation 
of previous wage agreements. 

Mr. Rama Rao. 60. led his Tcl- 
ugu Desam (Land of Telugu) 
Party to a crushing victory over 
Mrs. Gandhi's Congress (I) in 
January's elections, ending years 
of Congress domination of the 
coastal state. 

His entry into politics followed 
a long career as hero of the 


Telugu-language screen, in which 
his most popular roles were as 
Hindu deities. 

Since becoming chief minister 
he has acquired national status by 
organising meeting to try and 
unite India's fragmented opp- 
osition against Mrs. Gandhi. 

A lengthy confrontation with 
government staff would prove 
highly embarrassing to Mr. Rama 
Rao. who came to power by app- 
ealing to regional sentiment and 
by promising a clean and efficient 
administration. 

The threatened strike would 
involve junior staff of various local 
services, including schools and 
transport. 

The state government this week 
tried to avert the strike by neg- 
otiating with leaders of the emp- 
loyees. But the talks collapsed 
Thursday night, and one of their 
leaders said: "the indefinite strike 
is now definite." 

The government issued a sta- 


tement in which it said no effort 
would be spared to protect loyal 
workers and ensure the public was 
not inconvenienced by the strike. 

It said the Telugu Desam Party 
had Won a massive mandate and 
was committed to rapid dev- 
elopment of the state. The gov- 
ernment was pained at the emp- 
loyees action, it added. 

The statement said total imp- 
lementation of a wage agreement 
entered into by the previous gov- 
ernment would be an unbearable 
burden and made a serious dent in 
developmental efforts. 

The decision to reduce the ret- 
irement age is already being cha- 
llenged in the Indian Supreme 
Court. 

One Indian commentator hig- 
hlighted Mr. Rama Rao's dil- 
emma by saying: " No government 
worth the name can tolerate ind- 
iscipline. but at the same time no 
government can afford to keep its 
own staff disgruntled" 


Filipino mayor loses battle of motels 


.MANILA (R) - The mayor and 
resident associations in Manila's 
Quezon City appeared to have 
surrendered in the battle of King 
Arthur's palace and agreed to let it 
open next month as a hotel 

For the past few weeks they 
have been arguing that the 136- 
room gingerbread building, with 
crenellated walls and three cone- 
shaped turrets, was really a motel. 
And “motel" in Manila usually 
means a rendezvous spot for illicit 
lovers Seeking their camelot. 

Along among the Philippine 
capital's 13 municipalities. Que- 
zon City tries to keep out motels 
even though it has plenty of go-go 
girl discotheques, sauna bath mas- 
sage parlours and hotels that offer 
lunch-time "fashion shows'' for 
male customers. 

There is some dispute overwhe- 
ther the city has actually banned 
motels or whether it is only a mat- 
ter of policy. 

Either way. Mayor Adelina 


Rodriguez acknowledged Thu- 
rsday that the owners of King Art- 
hur's palace had managed to get 
all the necessary permits and the 
municipal government could not 
prevent it opening. 

But she ordered city officials to. 
inspect the building to make sure 
that the owners have complied 
with the terms of its hotel licence 
application. 

Of particular interest will be 
whether the rooms have mirrors 
on the ceiling, apparently a fea- 
ture that makes a hotel into a 
motel, along with a discreet par- 
king place and staircase that leads 
directly to the bedchamber above.

2 Congressmen, House 
employee accused of 
having illicit relationships 


WASHINGTON (R) - Two cur- 
rent members of Congress and a 
House of Representatives emp- 
loyee had sexual relations with 
teenage house messengers, special 
investigator Joseph Califano said 
Thursday. 

.Mr. Califano said a year-long 
inquiry found that 47-year-old 
conservative Republican rep- 
resentative Daniel Crane of Ill- 
inois had sexual relations with a 
17-year-old female messenger in 
WHO. 

In his report, released at a press 
conference. Mr. Califano also 
reported, that 46-year-old liberal 
Massachusetts Democrat Geny 
Studds had sex relations with a 
17-year-old male messenger in 
1973. 

The report added that the male 
messenger may have been 16 at 
the time the relationship began, 
and that Mr. Studds made sexual 
advances to two other young male 
messengers. 

The report said the Democratic 
House employee in charge of all 
messengers. James Howarth. had 
engaged in a sexual relationship 
with a 17-year-old female mes- 
senger in 19X0. 

But it found no evidence that 
Mr. Howarth had bought cocaine 
jn. 4 he house cloakroom, and had 
been alleged. 


After the report was issued. Mr. 
Studds went on the House floor 
and said he was "an elected public 
official and gay." 

The relationship with the young 
man was "mutual and voluntary 
and no coercion was involved. It 
was a "private relationship bet- 
ween adults." the bachelor Con- 
gressman said. 

The investigation was under the 
supervision of the House ethics 
committee which had named vlr. 
Califano. a lawyer and former cab- 
inet officer under President 
Jimmy Carter, to cany it out. 

The committee voted before 
releasing the report to rec- 
ommend that .Mr. Crane, a dentist 
and Mr. Studds. who served on 
President Kennedy's White 
House stall be reprimanded by 
the full House for improper con- 
duct 

Mr. Crane said after the report 
was released: "I'm sorry that J 
made a mistake. It happened three 
years ago. I'm human, and in no 
way did 1 violate my oath of office. 
I only hope my wife and children 
will forgive me." 

In the final report .Mr. Califano 
said an initial finding issued last 
December that there was "no evi 
dence of widespread improper or 
illegal ' sexual activity still held 
up. 


Mondale says Reagan is ‘a 
simple minded radical’ 


DETROIT (R) — Democratic 
U.S. presidential contender Wal- 
ter .Mondale described President 
Reagan as “both radical and sim- 
ple minded at the same time" and 
told Democratic Party leaders he 
was the man to beat the Rep- 
ublican incumbent in 1 9*4. 

The former Carter adm- 
inistration vice president. cur- w 
ready facing a fierce challenge 
from space hero John Glenn in the - 
Democrat’s candidacy race, made 
a strong and warmly applauded 
bid for support at a meeting of the 
party’s governing body in this 
car-making city. 

The 374-member Democratic 
national committee, where Mr. 
Mondale's once-solid support 
appears to be weakening, was sch- 
eduled to hear from Ohio Sen. 
Glenn later as it hosted a series of 
appearances among the declared 
contenders. 

To the consternation of some 
Mondale backers, it also invited 
civil rights leader Jesse Jackson to 
speak later. Mr. Jackson, a black, 
is considering joining the Dem- 
ocratic contest in a move that 
could pull black support away 
from Mr. Mondaie. 

Mr. Mondale divided his time 
between blistering attacks on Mr. 
Reagan and explanations of why 
he should lead the opposition tic- 
ket in "an election we dare not 
lose". 

“This time we have a president 
who is not a conservative but a 
radical” Mr. Mondaie said. “His 


view of the role of the presidency 
and the U.S. government at home 
and abroad is both simple-minded 
and radical at the same time". 

■ He called .Mr. Reagan's pro- 
gramme of tax cuts and defence 
spending boosts “ monstrously 
wrong.” and his approach to for- 
eign affairs. “a simple one. an ide- 
ological one and. I believe, a view 
that leads us to a more dangerous 
world”. 

But Mr. Mondaie also warned 
that Mr. Reagan's Republicans - 
would be tough to defeat, and said 
he was the one Democrat with the 
experience to debate Mr. Reagan 
on even terms. 

" You've got to have a candidate 
who can stand up and slug it out.” 
he said. “You've got to have a 
candidate who’s sharp, who's exp- 
erienced. who’s knowledgeable, 
who's tough and who knows how 
to debate”. 

He made no reference in his 
speech to the current investigation 
into how Mr. Reagan's 19*1) cam- 
paign obtained then-president 
jimmy Carter's campaign debate 
briefing papers, although he told 
reporters earlier “it's a dirty piece 
of business". 

The so-called "debate gate sca- 
ndal" seemed to attract little int- 
erest among the delegates at this 
meeting. . 

Several recent opinion polls 
have shown Mr. Glenn. America's 
first astronaut in earth orbit, dra- 
wing level of even slightly ahead of

W. German vehicles to use 
lead-free petrol from 1986 


BONN (R) - The West German 
government has decided that new 
vehicles registered after Jan. 1. 
19K6. must run only on lead-free 
pefroL interior ministry sources 
said Thursday. 

They said the cabinet had taken 
a decision in principle to go ahead 
with the new measures regardless 
of what other European countries 
decided. Many of them had. bOyv-i 
ever, shown strong interest inpri- 
ngjng in lead-free petrol 
The measure would initially 
apply only to vehicles and might 
later be extended to all vehicles, 
although conversion of old veh- 
icles would take some time- 
interior Minister Friedrich 
Zimmermann has already esp- 
oused the lead-free peuoL cause 
and has made efforts to persuade 
West Germany’s European 


Community partners to adopt it. 
The European Parliament has also 
called for the introduction of 
lead-free petrol as soon as pos- 
sible. 

West Germany could not wait 
until every community member 
made a decision, the sources said, 
adding that the introduction of 
lead-free petrol would make an 
important contribution to cutting 
air pollution. 

The ministry sources said Swi- 
tzerland. Austria. Britain. Greece 
and Scandinavian and Benelux 
nations were in favour of lead-free 
petrol while there was opposition 
from France and Italy.

The Com- 
munist Party newspaper said the 
gang had sold more than .150 
women, seriously injuringmany of 
them and persecuting to death 
some of their relations. It said tra- 
fficking in women and children 
had run out of control in many 
areas and described the abductors 
as “pedlars in human beings who 
are as poisonous as vipers”.
